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LAKD BILL BACIC TO COMMITTEE. 


Property of $chd3l Department Be­ 
fore Oklahoma House in Consid­ 
ering Bill Proposing Sale. 


Guthrie, 
Okla., 
April 
13.—The 
school land question was before the 
Oklahoma House of R epresentatives 
for several hours today in the con­ 
sideration of the com m ittee’s bill pro­ 
posing to sell the state’s public lands 
and resulted in the m easure being re­ 
ferred again to the com m ittee for re­ 
drafting. 


Sufficient developed during the gen­ 
eral discussion to show that the house 
was averse to sale of the lands in 
large bodies. 
This position was led by 
Mr. Murray, who stated that the dem­ 
ocratic party favored the sale of the 
area, but that he was against the meth 
od the bill proposed. 
He cautioned 
Oklahoma not to commit the error 
Texas did in m aking it possible for 
syndicates to place “dum m ies” on the 
land under the guise of hom estead­ 
ers, only to pass title to a corpora­ 
tion or a land baron when the home­ 
stead claim was 
com pleted. 
Other 
speakers charged that the 
bill 
was 
“loaded” in favor of the school land 
lessee, white still others insisted that 
none of the lands should be disposed 
of during this session of the legisla­ 
ture. 


The house passed finally the bill by 
Mr. Murray and Mr. W hitehurst for 
the inspection of hotels and board­ 
ing houses. County boards of health, 
and not a state officer, w ill make one 
inspection every six m onths,,for which 
a fee is to be charged. The amend­ 
ment m aking it unlawful to serve food 
or drink from a “vessel which con­ 
tains a crack vissible to the naked 
eye” was reconsidered and killed. 
The senate passed finally w ithout 
the em ergency clause the bill by Sen­ 
ator H at heft prohibiting 
the 
em­ 
ploym ent for public work of relatives 
to the third degree. T erm s of the bill 
apply to the 
executive, 
legislative, 
m inisterial or judicial offices of the 
stat# Snd is extended to all count! s, 
districts and cities. 
One of the pen­ 
alties is rem oval from office of the 
appointive head. 
By 
om itting 
the 
em ergency clause and existing viola­ 
tions will not be disturbed for ninety 
days after the legislature adjourns in 
event the bill becomes a law. 
The senate advanc d to 
a 
third 
reading the bill by S enator F ran k lin 
for the protection of employes. 
It is 
m ade a m isdem eanor for corporations 
to compel persons to enter an agree­ 
rs! nt, w ritten or verbal, not to be­ 
come m em bers of a labor organiza­ 
tion, conditioned on such persons se­ 
curing employment. 
N either m ay em ­ 
ployes be brought into the state by 
false pretenses as to th 
character of 
em ploym ent they are to perform. 
New bills in the house were by Mr. 
McCants of C arter County for a g ra d ­ 
uated land tax and r e f e r e n t of the 
sam e to the people at the fall elec­ 
tion, and by Mr. W hitehurst appropri- 
3 ‘ing $150,000 to pay salaries of offi­ 
cers and employes of the state de­ 
partm ents. 


The appropriation com m itee of the 
house announced that this am ount of 
money will relieve the salaried peo­ 
ple, pending the passage of the gen- 
ral appropriation bill. 
The senate gave second reading of 
its appropriation bill today and re­ 
ferred it to a committee. 
Mr. H uddleston of Pontotoc coun­ 
ty offered a bill in the house m aking 
Allen a sep arate court town in Pon­ 
totoc county.

mission will recommend that congress 
be asked to perm it negotiations for 
the purchase of the lands by the 
state. 
“It will become necessary, in all 
probability,” the report will say, “for 
the state to issue bonds, and as the 
question as to the Issuance of bonds 
m ust be subm itted to the people at a 
re will 
tnis y 
until 1910, and as no great deal of 
progress can be made m eantim e until 
it is known w hether the bonds for 
the purchase cf the lands will be is­ 
sued, your commission 
recom mends 
th at the proposition be, by the legis­ 
lature, subm itted to the people at the 
next general election, providing for 
the issuance of bonds in an am ount 
not to exceed $10,000,000, or as much 
thereof as may be necessary, to be 
used for the purchase of these lands, 
providing they can be purchased at a 
reasonable rate.” 
The vaule of the surface lands is 
estim ated at not to exceed $S an acre, 
and possibly less. 
In estim ating the 
value of the coal deposits, the com­ 
mission made no explorations of its 
own, and relied mainly 
on 
public 
documents and the testim ony of such 
coal operators as could be induced to 
attend its hearings. 
One estim ate of the deposits was 
2,000,000,000 tons, which, at the pres­ 
ent rate, would require several hun­ 
dred years of mining to be put on the 
m arket. 
Carl Scholz, m anager of the 
mining properties of the Rock Island 
Railroad Company, fixed the coal val­ 
ues at $5,500,000, and the value of the 
surface lands at $3,600,000, m aking a 
total 
of 
approxim ately 
$9,000,000. 
Charles D! W alcott, director of the 
United States geological survey, was 
quoted as saying that the lands were 
worth anyw here between $5 and $40 
an acre. 
If these coal resources were con­ 
trolled by the state the price of coal 
would be reduced one-third, the com­ 
mission believes. This would increase 
the demand for coal. The commission 
has reliable inform ation that the cost 
of m ining coal in the Indian Terr! 
tory district is from $1.25 to not ex 
ceeding $2 a ton, and that state owner­ 
ship would put the best quality of coal 
on the home m arket at not more than 
$5 a ton. 
Because of the present m a 
nopoly the price is as high as $9 a 
ton.

The Divorce Mill is Profitable. 


Business 
Has 
Brought $5,000,000 to 
South Dakota. 


Pierre, S. D.—In the annual report 
of the bureau of vital statistics is 
made plain the reason why South Da­ 
kota does not want to giys up the di­ 
vorce business. 
The bureau's report shows th at dur­ 
ing the year 1907 a total of 5»2 di­ 
vorces were granted in the state, of 
which 320 were to nonresidents, and it 
was a dull year in the divorce m ar­ 
ket, too. 
The average spent by seekers for di­ 
vorce during their six m onths’ resi­ 
dence in South Dakota is not. less than 
$200 a m onth and probably much high­ 
er, but estim ating the average cost of 
a Dakota divorce, including the ex­ 
penses of setting up a residence, pay­ 
m ent of attorney and court costs at 


$1,500, the state of South Dakota last 
year took in $480,000 for granting the 
320 divorces to nonresidents. 
W hile 1907 was decidedly bearish in 
the divorce trade, owing to the agita­ 
tion in the state for repeal of the law, if 
the income for the last year is taken as 
an average, South Dakota has realized 
$5,000,000 from her divorce mill in the 
last decade. 
This really is a low estim ate, for 
m ost cf those who come to South Da­ 
kota to be freed of chafing matrimon-* 
ial ties are liberal spenders of money. 
M erchants send 
special orders 
for 
high-grade goods in anticipation of the 
divorce patronage, hotels fit up whole 
suites of rooms in the best of trap­ 
pings to m ake the sojourn pleasant, 
while it is a regular business to fur­ 
nish houses and rent them to unhappy 
wives for from $75 to $100 a month.

“The cost of the first 1,000 cigars 
was actually $3,000, and the m argin of 
profit was exceedingly small, because 
the m anufacturer was eager to gain 
the prestige of having served royalty.

Pastry 
flour 
made 
by 
the 
old 
process of grinding is usually consid­ 
ered best tor pastry, but any good flour 
will answer. 
For the shortening, but­ 
ter and lard, half and" half, is best, 
though clarified 
drippings of 
beef, 
chicken or pork may be utilized. 
To 
make a good plain pie crust, allow for 
eacn pie that i3 to have two crusts a 
heaping cup sifted flour, a scant half 
cup shortening, a saltspoonful 
each 
salt and baking powder, and enough 
cold w ater to mix stiff. 
Have all ingredients 
and 
utensils 
cold. 
Sift together 
flour, salt 
and 
baking powder. Then cut in the lard or 
rub in with the tips of the fingers, 
until 
the flour feels 
“m ealy.” 
Add 
cold water, a little at a tim e, to mix 
to a stiff dough, toss out on a lightly 
floured molding board and pat down to 
about half an inch in thickness. Flour 
the rolling pin, then with a light, deft 
touch roll out the crust into an ob­ 
long sheet. 
P ut the butter on in little 
dabs here and there, sprinkle lightly 
with flour, roll over and over, turn half 
around, pat out and roll again. 
Then 
roll over and over like a jelly roll and 
divide in the center. 
If there is time, 
set these in the ice chest, each piece 
turned on end with the rings of pastry 
on too. 
When hard and chilled, take out and 
roll one piece to fit the plate with an 
inch to snare. 
Double over, lift light­ 
ly and lay in the tin. 
Press dowm the 
canter so there will be no air bubbles 
and let the edge cf the crust come 
just to the edge of the plate. 
Brush 
the rim with cold w ater and dust the 
bottom crust lightly with the fingers 
dipped in flour or 
brush with th6 
white of an egg to prevent soaking. 
Roll out some of the paste into a 
strip half an inch wide and place on 
the edge. 
Turn in the filling and if 
an upper crust is to be used, as in the 
case of a mince or apple pie, wet the 
rim again before putting on the upper 
crust. 
Roll out the latter in the sam e 
way a3 the under. 
Fold over and make several fancy 
slashes in the center to allow for the 
escape of steam , then lift onto the pie. 
Press the edges of the crust lightly 
but closely together and push the two 
crusts away from the edge of the plate 
which gives them a chance to expand. 
Bake in a m oderate oven.

PRESER VED APPLES ARE GOOD. 


How They May Be Made Ready 
for 
Immediate Use. 


Pare and core as many apples as will 
cover the bottom of a preserve kettle, 
eight or nine large ones will fill 
a 
medium sized dish. 
AHow three-quar­ 
ters of a pound of sugar to each pound 
of fruit. 
Make a rich sirup, when it boils 
clear drop in the apples and the peel 
of a lemon cut thin. They should boil 
slowly, turning them over occasion­ 
ally; if they are good they will keep 
their shape and look transparent. 
About three-quarters of 
an 
hour 
will be long enough 
to cook 
them , 
when they look yellow’ and clear they 
are done. 
Lift them into 
a dish 
sufficiently 
deep to hold 
the 
juice. 
W hen the 
fruit is done let the sirup boil a few 
m inutes longer then pour it over the 
apples. 
Ornam ent with a preserved green­ 
gage on the top of each apple. Blanch 
sw eet alm onds and place them in a 
circle around the gage. 


W hite Ribboned’ Mince Pie. 
For those who object to mince pies 
as usually made, on the score of their 
bring non-temperance, the 
following 
excellent recipe is commended; 
To 
three bowls of chopped m eat allow 
one bowl of suet, 
seven 
bowls 
of 
chopped apples, three bowls 
of seed­ 
ed raisins, three bowls of sugar, a 
half pound of chopped prunes, a quar­ 
ter pound of shredded citron, a pint 
of strong coffee, a quart of currant or 
grape jelly and a tablespoonful each 
of salt, cinnamon, allspice and cloves, 
with a teaspoonful each of mace and 
pepper. 
Add the liquor in which the m eat 
was boiled with the grated rind and 
juice of two lemons and a little vine­ 
gar to give the 
necessary tartness. 
Scald as soon as made and pack 
in 
close covered glass jars to prevent fer­ 
m entation. 


“ Kitchen Minded.”

Baldwins, of Boston, Make Their Bid 
Good After $4,000,000 Allotment 
— Receive Seven Offers 
for Option. 


New York.—Charles A. Baldwin and 
W. A. Baldwin, brothers, of Boston, 
made a fortune in a day by bidding 
for more than $4,000,000 of the New 
York city bonds at 104. 
They have 
announced th at they will accept the 
offer of a New York bond house of 
107 for their allotm ent, 
which 
will 
m ake their clear profit on an invest­ 
m ent of nothing $126,000. 
Charles A. Baldwin is treasu rer of 
the M assachusetts Loan and Guaran­ 
tee Company, and said th at 
after 
studying the bond issue, exempt from 
taxation, and should the Aldrich bill 
pass a good bank security for circu­ 
lation, they 
decided 
there 
was a 
chance of good profit and made their 
bid. 
They have received seven offers 
for their option. 
Stephen L. Tingley and A. E. Reid 
presented the Baldwin bid. W ith it 
was a check for $168,009, tw’o per cent. 
of the bid, guaranteed by the M assa­ 
chusetts Loan and G uaiantee Com­ 
pany. 
“We didn’t know how we could raise 
lid if we had to,” said one of the 
brothers. 
W hen they 
received the 
offer of 107, however, they found no 
difficulty in getting a bank to take 
care of the check. 
According to Boston dispatches, so 
far as is known, the brothers are the 
only men interested in the Boston in­ 
stitution. 
Charles A. Baldwin is said 
to have an interesting record as a 
bucket-shop and discretionary pool op­ 
erator in various cities. After being 
connected with a w ire and mail order 
bucket-shop, which failed in Boston 15 
years ago, 
he w ent to Texas, but 
had a bucket-shop in W all street here 
in 1899, which did not last long. He 
was later In the F. A. Rogers & Co. 
discretionary pool-house which failed 
one m orning to open its doors. 
He 
was at various other tim es connected 
with firms here in Boston, and in 
January, 1906, was arrested in a civil 
action and lodged in the Ludlow street 
jail. 
Com ptroller Metz says he will try 
to have the New York city charter 
amended to protect the 
city 
from 
“straw ” and “shoestring” 
bids 
for 
bonds to be accom panied by certified 


checks on a New York bank or on one 
which clears through the New York 
clearing house. 
The 
law 
now re­ 
quires a certified check on 
any 
sol­ 
vent banking corporation. 
Before Com ptroller Metz made his 
announcem ent, a petition asking for 
am endm ent to the bond law was cir­ 
culated in Wall street, to be present­ 
ed to the com ptroller. 
The object 
of the desired change is to elim inate 
from future aw ards of city bonds bids 
which some believe are not m ade in 
good faith or backed by substantial 
guarantee. 
The M assachusetts check was hon­ 
ored by the National Shawm ut bank 
of Boston.

Students W ill Investigate Big Cavern 
in Interests of Science.

The boys will sail far down Mystic 
river, expecting to find caverns larger 
than the “River Cham ber.” The river 
becomes very deep after its passage 
from this cham ber, but Prof. Gould 


and his class propose to launch their 
boa*s upon it and paddle far down the 
stream Into a noisy and im penetrable 
darkness th at no one has heretofore 
fared to enter. 
The class will m ake a study of the 
anim al life in the cave. 
A num ber of 
the white-eyed fish will be caught, and 
they will attem pt to bag some of the 
anim als or imps which inhabit the 
cave cham ber. 
These anim als have 
never been seen and it is not known 
how large they are or w hat form they 
have. 
W hen torches are brought into 
the cave cham ber they set up unearth­ 
ly, unhum an and impish chatterings in 
the dense and im penetrable darkness 
in the outer shore cf the big lake. N a 
one has yet dared to row across the 
lake. 
Shots fired at the anim als or 
imps cause them to set up a chattering 
noise th at is unspeakable and unbear­ 
able. 
The “Cyclone Cham ber," which no 
one has yet dared to enter, will be 
thoroughly investigated and explored 
by Prof. Gould and his class.

"It will become necessary, In all 


probability," the report will say, "for 
the state to issue bonds, and as the 
question as to the issuance of bonds 
must be submitted to the people at a 
general election, and as there will be 
no general election after this year 
until 1910, and as no great deal of 
progress can be made meantime until 
it is known whether the bonds for 
the purchase of the lands will be is- 
sued, your commission 
recommends 


that the proposition be, by the legis- 
lature, submitted to the people at the 
next general election, providing for 
the issuance of bonds in an amount 
not to exceed $10,000,000, or as much 
thereof as may he necessary, to be 
used for the purchase o£ these lands, 
providing they can be purchased at a 
reasonable rate." 


The vaule of the surface lands Is 


estimated at not to exceed $8 an acre, 
and possibly less. 
In estimating the 


, value of the coal deposits, the com- 


j mission made 110 explorations of 
its 


own, and relied mainly 
on 
public 


documents and the testimony of such 
coal operators as cculd be induced to 
attend its hearings. 


One estimate of thp deposits was 


2.000,000,000 tons, which, at the pres 
ent rate, would require several hun- 
dred years of mining to bo put on the 
market. Carl Scholz, manager of tho 
mining properties of the Rock Island 
Railroad Company, fixed the coal val- 
ues at $5,500,000, and the value of the 
surface lands at $3,600,000, making a 
total 
of 
approximately 
$9,000,000. 


Charles D! Walcott, director of the 
"United States geological survey, was 
quoted as saying that the lands were 
worth anywhere between $5 and $40 
an acre. 


[f these coal resources were con- 


trolled by the state the price of coal 
would be reduced one-third, the com- 
mission believes. This would increase 
the demand for coal. The commission 
has reliable information that the cost 
of mining coal in the Indian Terr! 
tory district is from $1.25 to not ex 
coeding $2 a ton, and that state owner- 
ship would put the best quality of coal 
on the home market at not more than 
$5 a ton. Because of the present mo 
nopoly the price Is as high as $9 a 
ton.

Business Has Brought $5,000,000 to 


South Dakota. 


Pierre, S. D.—In the annual report 


of the bureau of vital statistics is 
made plain the reason why South Da- 
kota does not want to give up the di- 
vorce business. 
' The bureau's report shows that dur- 


ing the year 1007 a total of 5o2 di- 
vorces were granted in the state, o( 
which 320 wore to nonresidents, and it 
was a dull year in the divorce mar- 
ket, too. 


The average spent by seekers for di- 


vorce -during their six months' resi- 
dence in South Dakota is not less than 
§200 a month and probably much high- 
er, but estimating the average cost of 
a Dakota divorce, including tiie ex- 
penses of setting up a residence, pay- 
ment of attorney and court costs at 


$1,500, the state of South Dakota last 
year took in $480,000 for granting the 
320 divorces to nonresidents. 


While 1907 was decidedly bearish !n 


the divorce trade, owing to the agita- 
tion !n the state for repeal of the law, it 
the income for the last year is taken as 
an average, South Dakota has realized 
$5,000,000 from her divorce mill in the 
last decade. 


This really is a low estimate, for 


most cf those who come to South Da- 
kota to be fread of chafing matrimon- 
ial ties are liberal spenders of money. 
Merchants send 
special orders 
for 


high-grade goods in anticipation of the 
divorce patronage, hotels fit up whole 
suites of rooms in the best of trap- 
pings to make the sojourn pleasant, 
while it is a regular business to fur- 
nish houses and rent them to unhappy 
wives for from $75 to $100 a month. 


Care in Its Preparation Is a Highly Im- 


portant Matter. 


Pastry flour made 
by the old 


process of grinding is usually consid- 
ered best for pastry, but any good flour 
^•ill answer. For the shortening, but- 
ter and lard, halt and* half, is best, 
though clarified 
drippings of 
beef, 


eliicken or pork may be utilized. To 
make a good plain pie crust, allow for 
each pie that is to have two crusts a 
heaping cup sifted flour, a scant half 
cup shortening, a saltspoonful 
each 


salt and baking powder, and enough, 
cold water to mix stiff. 


Have all ingredients and utensils 


cold. 
Sift together flour, salt 
and 


baking powder. Then cut in the lard or 
rub in with the tips of the fingers, 
until the flour feels "mealy." 
Add 


co!d water, a little at a time, to mix 
to a stiS dough, toss out on a lightly 
floured molding board and pat down to 
about half an inch in thickness. Flour 
tho rolling pin, then with a light, deft 
touch roll out the crust into an ob- 
long sheet. Put the butter on in little 
dabs here and" there, sprinkle lightly 
\vith fionv, roll over and over, turn half 
around, pat out and roll again. Then 
roll over and over like a jelly roll and 
divide in the center. If there is time, 
set these in the ice chest, each piece 
turned on ond with the rings of pastry 
on top. 


When hard and chilled, take out and 


roll one piece to fit the plate with an 
inch to spare. Double over, lift light- 
ly and lay in the tin. Press down the 
center so there will be no air bubbles 
and let the edge cf the crust come 
just to the edge of the plate. Brush 
the rim with cold water and dust the 
bottom crust lightly with the fingers 
dipped in flour or brush with the 
white of an ogg to prevent soaking. 


Roll out some of the paste into a 


strip half an inch wide and place on 
the edge. Turn in the filling and if 
an upper crust is to be used, as in the 
case of a mince or apple pie, wet the 
rim again before putting on the upper 
crust. Roll out the latter in the same 
way as the under. 


Fold over and make several fancy 


slashes in the center to allow for the 
escape of steam, then lift onto the pie. 
Press the edges of the crust lightly 
but closely together and push the two 
crusts away from the edge of the plate 
which gives them a chance to expand. 
Bake in a moderate oven. 


PRESERVED APPLES ARE GOOD. 


How They May Be Made Ready 
for 


Immediate Use. 


Pare and core as many apples as will 


cover the bottom of a preserve kettle, 
o;ght or nine large ones will fill a 
medium sized dish. AHow three-quar- 
ters of a pound of sugar to each pound 
of fruit. 


Make a rich sirup, when Jt boils 


clear drop in the apples and the peel 
of a lemon cut thin. They should boil 
slowly, turning them over occasion- 
ally; if they are good they will keep 
their shape and look transparent. 


About thiee-quarters of 
an 
hour 


will be long enough 
to cook them, 


when they look yellow and clear they 
are done. 


Lift them iuto a dish 
sufficiently 


dec-p to hold the 
juice. When the 


fruit is done lot the sirup boil a few 
minutes longer then pour it over the 
apples. 


Ornament with a preserved green- 


gage on the top of each apple. Blanch 
sweet almonds and place them in a 
circle around the gage.

New York.—Charles A. Baldwin and 


W. A. Baldwin, brothers, of Boston, 
made a fortune in a day by bidding 
for more than $4,000,000 of the New 
York city bonds at 104. They have 
announced that they will accept the 
offer of a New York bond house of 
107 for Lheir allotment, 
which 
will 


make their clear profit on an invest- 
ment of nothing $126,000. 


Charles A. Baldwin is treasurer of 


the Massachusetts Loan and Guaran- 
tee Company, and said that 
after 


studying the bond Issue, exempt from 
taxation, and should the Aldrlch bill 
pass a good bank security for circu- 
lation, they 
decided 
there 
was a 


chance of good profit and made their 
bid. They have received seven offers 
for their option, 


Stephen L. Tingley and A. E. Reid 


presented the Baldwin bid. With it 
was a check for $163,000, two per cent, 
of the bid, guaranteed by the Massa- 
chusetts Loan and G uarantee Com- 
pany. 


"\Ve didn't know how we could raise 


$10 if we had to," said one of the 
brothers. 
When they received 
the 


offer of 307, however, they found no 
difficulty in getting a bank to take 
care of the check. 


According to Boston dispatches, so 


far as is known, the brothers are the 
only men interested in the Boston in- 
stitution. 
Charles A. Baldwin is said 


to have an interesting record as a 
bucket-shop and discretionary pool op- 
erator in various cities. After being 
connected with a wire and mail order 
bucket-shop, which failed in Boston 15 
years ago, he went to Texas, but 
had a bucket-shop in Wall street here 
In 1899, which did not last long. He 
was later in the F. A. Rogers & Co. 
discretionary pool-house which failed 
one morning to open its doors. 
He 


was at various other times connected 
with fl»ms here in Boston, and in 
January, 1906, was arrested in a civil 
action and lodged in the Ludlow street 
jail.

"straw" and "shoestring"

stream Into a noisy and Impenetrable 
darkness that no one has heretofore 
fared to enter. 
, The class will make a study of the 


animal life in the cave. A number of 
the white-eyed flsh will be caught, and 
they will attempt to bag some of the 
animals or imps which Inhabit the 
cave chamber. 
These animals have 


never been sees and it Is not known 
how large they are or what form they 
have. When torches are brought into 
the cave chamber they set up unearth- - 
ly, unhuman and impish chatterings in 
the dense and impenetrable darkness 
in the outer shore of the big fake. No- 
one has yet dared to row across th« 
lake. Shots fired at the animals or. 
imps cause them to set .up a chattering 
noise that is unspeakable and unbear- 
able.
